Superintendent Louis K. 
Rourke Hopes to Give 
Boston Full Value for 
Every Dollar Expended. 


MEETS MAYOR TODAY | 


Official Will Spend Several 
Days in Familiarizing 
Himself With the Prob- 
lems of His Position.

The Chamber of Commerce of Boston 
today gave Louis K. Rourke, who arrived 
in Boston today to become superinten- 
dent of streets, a cordial] welcome. 

„ The new superintendent, who has been 
until his appointment to the Boston posi- 
tion, assistant engineer of the central 
division of the Panama canal, told the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 


assembly, before whom he spoke at the 


American house at its regular bi-monthly 
meeting and luncheon, that the canal 
will be completed one year before the 
official opening, which is set for Jan. 1, 
1915. 

Charles 8. Hamlin, chairman of the 
assembly, presided. About 125 were 
present. At the head table were Presi- 
dent Bernard J. Rothwell of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, Vice-President 
Arthur D. Little, Chairman D. O. Ives of 
the transportation committee and A. W. 
Donovan of Rockland. 

Mr. Rourke praised President Roose. 
velt’s action which resulted in the build- 
ing of a lock canal instead of a sea-level 
one. The latter, he said, would require 
more time for building and be less sat- 
isfactory. His only criticism of the 
French method was that they were 20 
years ahes of their time. The heavy 
machinery which is now used had not 
then been invented. The United States, 
he said, has\not improved over the French 
method, but has carried the French meth- 
ods out more extensively. 

The canal work comprises three divi- 
sions, the Atlantic, Central and Pacific. 
As assistant engineer of the Central 
division Mr. Rourke had charge of the 
$10,000 plant, having 65 steam shovels 
and 185 locomotives. He declared that 
in his repair shops the men had carried 


the development of the steam shovel to 


a greater degree of efficiency than any- 
where else in the world. Everybody on 


the canal thinks and talks of nothing 


* * 


but the canal. 
The American population in the canal 


gone, he said, is from 14,000 to 15,000, 


of whom 9000 are skilled American 
mechanics. Under his charge there were 
13,000 men. He used 10 tons of dyna- 
mité every eight hour day. The work 
represented $5,500,000 outlay every 
month. He was situated 2000 miles 
from his base of supplies. 

Mr. Rourke said that 65 per cent of 
the canal had already been completed. 
The minimum width of the canal at the 
bottom, he said, is 300 feet, which gives 
sufficient room for any two modern ves- 


_-- gels. There are 15 miles of sea-level 
canal and 28 miles of lake navigation, 


out of the total length of 50 miles. Es- 
timating on the basis of the six-mile-an- 
hour limit with about two hours for 
lockage, vessels, he said, should traverse 
the canal in about seven or eight hours. 


The vessels are raised by the three locks 
to a height of 85 feet above the sea- 


level, being raised 28ft. Ain. to the 
lock.

Mr. Rourke came to Boston today and 
for the first time met Mayor John F. 
Fitzgerald, who named him for the $7500 


position. 


Mr. Rourke, and former Superinten- 
dent Emerson met Mayor Fitzgerald in 
his office this morning. Mr. Rourke 
‘said that he desired only to be given a 
‘square deal and that in return he hoped 
to give as excellent sued administration 
as his predecessor. 

Mr. Emerson stated ida that he es- 
timated his department had saved for 
the city during the two years of his 
administration a total of $1,865,393.48. 

If Mr. Rourke has any startling ideas 
as to how Boston’s street department 
should be conducted he is keeping them 
to himself, but he holds firmly one 
purpose that should help to give Boston 

good administration and disappoint 
those- who seek favors from the street

With a small party, including Collector 
of Customs Loeb of Néw York, they will 
be taken down the bay in a revenue cut- 
ter to meet him.

WASHINGTON — Pursuant to the 
agreement entered into between Presi- 
dent Taft and the representatives of 
the western railroad lines, the roads in 
the Western Trunk Line Association 
have taken the- back track on the pro- 
posed advances in rates. 

Today the interstate commerce com- 
mission received notice from the West- 
ern Trunk Line Association of the res- 
toration of the rate of 55 cents on wool 
from Minneapolis to New York and the 
rate of 60 cents on the same commodity 
between Minneapolis and Boston. 

The association had previously given 
notice of a 10-cent advance in the wool 
rate between the points named, to take 
effect June 1. The lower rate is to be 
put into effect July 7. Shipments from 
Duluth take the same rates as Minneap- 
olis. 

The increases were 10 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. These rates were not af- 
fected by the recent injunction suit and 
not involved in the meeting with the 
President. The notice of withdrawal, 
however, is said to be a direct outgrowth 
of the controversy. 


Railroad Rate Situation 
Is Clearer at Washington 


At the the 
situation today is clearer than it has 
been before for several weeks. The 
railroad bill pending in Congress has 
gone to a conference committee, which 


met today and is hard at work preparing 
to present an early report, and the 
great railroad systems are holding their 
new rate schedules in abeyance by agree- 
ment with President Taft, until the bill 
shall have received his signature. 

These conferees on the part of the 
House were named: Mann of Illinois 
and Wanger of Pennsylvania (Rep.) and 
Adams of Georgia (Dem.). 

The Senate conferees already named 
are Elkins of West Virginia, Aldrich 
of Rhode Island (Rep.) and ‘Foster of 
Louisiana (Dem.). 

A message from the President served 
to bring about this action. He informed 
Congress of a conference held by him 
with representative railroad men and 
urged that the provision of the rail- 
road bill’ which gives the interstate 
commerce commission the power to in- 
vestigate and suspend new rates be made

ELEVATED Hax 
HOLDING BILL TO GU. 
OVER TO NEXT YEAR 


Senator Frank P. Bennett, Jr., of Sau- 
gus ofMered in the Massachusetts Senate 
today a new amendment to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company holding bill, 
which has the effect of carrying all the 
questions involved over to the next Gen- 
eral Court, providing for an investigation 
by the railroad and transit commissions 
in the meantime. 

Senators Tinkham and Bennett, each 
with the unanimous consent of the other 
senators, withdrew the amendments that 
they had previously offered on the sub- 
ject, paving the way for the new re- 
solve, which is the result of a conference 
between the two senators. 

Senator Tinkham said that the new re- 
solve was a broad and fair one, and he 
hoped that it would be adopted. 

In a general way the new resolve is 
Senator Bennett’s previous amendment, 
to which have been added some of the 
ideas of Senator Tinkham’s previous 
amendment. 

The Senate committee on counties 
reported a bill on petition of the Bristol 
county commissioners enabling them to 
borrow $100,000 to pay for Attleboro 
courthouse at 4% per cent interest, in- 
stead of 4 per cent, as originally pro- 
vided for. : 

On the bill for pensioning teachers in 


Boston Senator Tinkham of Boston said 


that, inasmuch as the purpose of this bill 
was fully provided for in another bill, 
this legislation is unnecessary. The bill 
was therefore rejected. 

The Boston & Eastern Electric Rail- 
way Company bill, providing for a tun- 
nel under Boston harbor, was passed to 
engrossment this morning. 

On motion of Senator Tinkham the 
rules were suspended and the Bennett 
resolve was passed to be engrossed and 
sent to the House. 

Without debate or division the bill to 
validate the stock of the New Haven 
railroad was ordered to a third reading, 
and the Boston Railroad Holding Com- 
pany “preferred stock” bill was passed 
to be engrossed. 

The savings bank bill and the dog 
officer’s bill were put over till tomorrow. 

The Senate receded from its amend- 
ment to the enacted bill that agents of 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals may visit abattoirs; 
concurred with the House, reenacted the 
bill and sent it to the Governor. 

The bill to confirm the acts of the 
selectmen of Palmer in relation to the 
license commissioners was amended to 
name each commissioner and then 
passed to be engrossed. 

The mayor’s bill for filling vacancies 
on the board of appeals of the city of 
Boston was ordered to a third reading. 

The Senate adjourned. 

On motion of Mr. Mildram of Boston 
the House today reconsidered its rejec- 
tion of the Neponset river bridge bill. 
Mr. Crocker of Boston opposed the bill 
as wholly unnecessary at this time. Mr. 
Mildram said that the bridge is unsafe, 
and that it should not be allowed to 
remain in its present condition. The 
bridge, he said, is one of importance, as 
it is in the main line of traffic between 
Boston and southeastern Massachusetts. 

The bill was also favored by C. L. Carr 
of Boston, Messrs. Langelier and Thomas 
of Quincy ‘and Mr. Willis of Fall River. 

On a rising vote rejection as recom- 
mended by the committee on ways and 
means was negatived, 43 to 46. 

On a rising vote, 36 to 45, the House 
refused to concur in the Senate amend- 
ment to the bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of an inspector of apiaries, 
the amendment increasing the appropria- 
tion from 8500 to $760 

Mr. Armstrong of Somerville urged 
the passage of a bill appropriating 8175, 
000 for improvements at the state nor- 
mal school at Bridgewater, which the 
ways and means committee reported 
ought not to pass. 

On a rising vote rejection was nega- 
tived, 39 to 54. 

Mr. Conway of Boston opposed a bill 
appropriating $122,625 for’ various im- 
provements at the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College. More than $384,000 has 
been paid in flve years, he said, for im- 
provements aside from maintenance. Mr. 
Bean of Cambridge offered an amend- 
ment to strike out the appropriation of 
$24,500 for an athletic field. 

The Berkshire trolley bill wag enacted 
without debate. Adjourned.

COTTON INTERESTS 
Ur BUSTON HELPED 
BY REORGANIZATION 


Cotton brokers in Boston are of the 
opinion that the reorganization of the 
Consolidated Cotton Duck Company will 
greatly benefit the cotton interests in 
Boston. P. T. Jackson, Jr., president of 
the Boston Yarn Company, today said 
that the Consolidated Cotton Duck Com- 
pany had been taken over by J. Spencer 
Turner of New York. Mr. Jackson stated, 
however, that he knew nothing in detail 
of the reorganization. 

News from Baltimore today is to the 
effect that the Consolidated Cotton Duck 
Company is to be reorganized. It is 
proposed to form a new company under 
the laws of Massachusetts which will 
acquire 51 per cent each of the common 
and preferred stocks of the Consolidated 
Cotton Duck Company. The new cor- 
also will acquire control 
of the Boston Yarn Company, which is 
affiliated with the Cotton Duck Company. 

A syndicate now holds the stocks which 

it is proposed to turn over to the new 
company. Myron T. Taylor and asso- 
ciates, who will be the dominating factors 
under the new order of things, will pro- 
vide the money which it is proposed to 
raise. This part of the deal has already 
been arranged. Mr. Taylor will be head 
of the enterprise. 
The stocks of the new company will be 
listed on the New York and Boston. ex- 
changes and the policy will be dictated 
from Boston. The reorganized concern 
will have $3,000,000 new working capi- 
tal. Of this sum approximately 81,000, 
000 will be used to pay off its debts, 
eaving a balance of $2,000,000 for future 
corporate purposes. There will be no 
new issue of bonds.

MOLD FOR CONCRETE 


OF RIVER VIADUCT s 
NEARING COMPLETION 


Ornamental Paneled Railway 
Structure With a Dozen 
Arches Will Span Charles 
Below the Dam. 


i. 


HELP RAPID TRANSIT 


Overheze Line to North 
Station Is Expected to Fa- 
cilitate Travel Between 
Suburbs and Boston. 


The false structure which will mold 
the superstructure of the new concrete 
viaduct of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company’s elevated extension between 
Lechmere square, East Cambridge, and 
the North station entrance to the sub- 
way is being rapidly erected on the 13 
piers adjoining the Charles river dam 
on the down-stream side. The com- 
bination of the arched viaduct and the 
dam will form when completed one of 
the finest pieces of architecture in the 
city and will be an added component of 
beauty to the Charles river basin, one 
of the most attractive features of any 
city in the country. 


The viaduct will rest on 13 piers of 
granite, the last of which will probably 
be finished this week, adjoining and built 
for the most part at the time of the 
construction of the Charles river dam 
on the down-stream side, 


The viaduct superstructure will span 
the river in 12 arches of lengths varying 
from about 95 feet to about 125 feet, 
including the bascule draw over the 
channel approach to the lock in the dam. 
The sides of the viaduct will be paneled 
and in appearance very similar to the 
new Cambridge bridge recently opened 
over the Charles river basin. 


The false structure of woodwork which 
will hold the concrete mixture, reinforced 
with many steel rods, is now going up on 
the piers already completed. Many fea- 
tures of this new double track structure 
have yet to be definitely planned, but 
it is certain that the lighting effect will 
add to the superb night spectacle of the 
illuminated basin. 

The architectural features of this via- 
duct have been drawn by one of the 
foremost architects in the country, Rob- 
ert S. Peabody, who was assisted by a 
committee from the Boston Society of 
Architects acting in an advisory capacity 
looking to the very best architectural 
interests of the city of Boston. 

The viaduct when completed will form 
one mofe of the many improvements 
which tne Elevated road is carrying out. 
in its endeavor to maintain Boston in 
the front rank so far as rapid transit 
is concerned. It will place a large 
part of Somerville and Cambridge 
many minutes nearer the North station 
of the Elevated and the ‘Boston & Maine 
railroad and the center of the city, and 
thereby relieve congestion at Sullivan 
square terminal considerably. The pres- 
ent route of the surface cars through 
Lechmere square to the North station en- 
trance to the subway is through narrow , 
streets crowded with teaming and taking 
eight or nine minutes from the square 
to the North station. The new overhead 
route will be unobstructed and will take 
about three minutes between the same 
points. No trains will use this struc- 
ture, connections between the surface 
cars and trains being made at the North 
station and Haymarket square. 

It is probable, although not definitely 
settled, that the cars will go through 
to Pleasant street and Dudley street 
before making their loop for the return 
trip. The semi-convertible cars now run- 
ning on the Highland avenue (Somer- 
ville) route, the cars of the various other 
Somerville lines through Beacon street 
and Union square, and those Cambridge 
lines which will not use the new Cam- 
bridge subway when completed will also 
be brought into the subway over this 
new viaduct.

“ATO M. MILLERAND

PARIS—M. Millerand, the minister of 
public works, has returned from a three 
days’ trip of investigation over the 
lines of the Western State railway, which 
was purchased recently from a private 
company ‘and placed under government 
control. The wisdom of this purchase 
has been much questioned by both. press | 
and public. Both have been unanimous in 
insisting upon certain necessary im- 
provements in the service and in the 
management of the line. 

On his return to Paris, M. Millerand 
expressed the opinion that, unless the 
government was prepared to carry out 
certain improvements, they had better 
give up the control of the line. He said 
that an expenditure of $11,000,000 a 
year for 10 years would be required. The 
improvements in suburban services alone 
will cost $20,000,000, 

M. Millerand is also considering the 


granting of premiums to employees for 


rapid telephone connection at the central 
office, This system has already been tried 
with success on the Paris-Algiers tele- 
graph lines, where the transmission ie 
exceedingly difficult, Each operator is 
paid a premium of nearly one cent for 
each lot of 10 messages sent. It is eati- 
mated that the adoption of the syatem of 
premiums in the telephone service will 
not cost more than $12,000 a year. 


LEGISLATIVE. ACT 
WILL GAUDE DELAY 
IN PUBLIC WORKS 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

EDMONTON, Alberta—The climax in 
the political affairs of the province, when 
Chief Justice Sifton resigned his seat on 
the bench to form a new cabinet on ac- 
count of Premier Rutherford’s resigna- 
tion, is apt to have a more or less dis- 
turbing effect upon certain branches of 
business. Because of the failure of the 
Legislature to pass the necessary esti-

In the meantime the political 
situation is more or less uncertain, and 
a general election may be brought on 
at any time. . 


DAILY MAIL PRINTS 
GUMPLETE PAPER 
AT THE WHITE CITY 
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(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 

LONDON--The Japan-Britiah exhibi: 
tion ia open at the White City, and great 
crowds have already passed the turn- 
stiles, anxious to see the interesting col - 
lections of armor, paintings, and the in- 
numerable specimens of Japanese art 
generally, many of which have not been 
exhibited previously to the public, even 
in Japan itself, 

The Daily Mail has, as usual, provided 
an interesting exhibit in the ‘Golden 
Dome,” where many of the ingenious and 
interesting mechanical details necessary 
for the production of a newspaper are 
exhibited. The machinery includes the 
original printing press used for the pub- 
lication of the first issue of the Daily 
Mail 40 years ago. This two-roll Hoe 
press represented the latest type of 
printing machine, and it was capable 
of turning out as many as 24,000 copies 
of an eight-page paper in one hour. 

To the man in the street this now ob- 
solete press seems to be capable of per- 
forming wonders, but when it is rea- 
lized that two years ago an octuple 
Hoe press was exhibited at the Franco- 
British exhibition, capable of doing the 
work of four of the older machines, or 
turning out as many as 48,000 copies 
of a 16-page paper per hour, and also 
capable of printing, if necessary, an edi- 
tion of 32 pages, some idea is eile of 
the rapid progress that has bee 
in so short a time. In this being the the 
public can watch the whole mechanical 
process of producing a newspaper; they 
can see the type set up by the linotype 
machine; they can watch the plates be- 
ing produced by the autoplate machine, 
and so on until, driven by a 115-horse- 
power gas engine, the huge machine 
turns out a ceaseless flow of clearly 
printed and neatly folded newspapers. 


A panoramic view is also given of a 
small portion of the Newfoundland for- 
ests from which so much of the paper 
is manufactured, a model of the paper- 
making machine illustrating the various 
operations through which the timber is 
passed until the paper ready for use is

Mück! BANK TO 
MEET GROWING NEED

BERLIN The recent orderly demon- 
atrationa of the people on the franchise 
question in this city were not without 
their significance.

the capital. The women who are respon- 
sible for this undertaking have- made 
themselves thoronghly acquainted with 
the usual business methods, and have 
formed a syndicate. 

They have also issued a printed state- 
ment setting forth the aim and object 
of the bank they are about to establish. 
Independent women, they point out, are 
frequently in need of small sums, such as 
ordinary banks are not in favor of lend- 
ing. The main object of this women’s 
bank is to meet this demand, and it is 
the intentibn of the syndicate to com- 
mence with a capital of $25,000 in shares 
of $25 each. 

It is believed that the idea will be 
popular among women and that a num- 
ber, whether engaged in a trade or pro- 
fession or not, will avail themselves of 
the advantages offered and either open 
an account by depositing a certain sum 
or by making use of the institution as 
a savings bank.

Great banks and patches of 
glorious color greet the eye from all 
sides of the exhibition tents, and a large 
portion of the grounds is given over co 
specimen rock-gardens and a Japanese 
garden; to hardy herbaceous and Alpine 
plants, flowering shrubs, and trained box 
and yew trees in tubs. In the rose tent 
are perfect examples of. the “Tausend- 
schoen” rambler, the “Ulrich Brunner,” 
a cherry crimson rose of immense size; 
„Mrs. John Laing,” a large and finely 
formed rose of a lovely pink color, and 
the famous “Frau Karl Druschki” of pure 
snow White, so striking in size and shape 
and giving out from among its rich foli- 
age such fragrance and coolness that ad - 
mirers stand spellbound before it. For 
sheer beauty and brilliancy of color noth- 
ing could surpass the massing together of 
the hardy azaleas or of the hybrid rhodo- 
dendrons, showing every tone from pale 
lemon to deepest orange, and every shade 
of pink merging into lilac or darkening 
into red. Splendid specimens of vege: 


fine collections of indoor plants, ferns 
and foliage. 

The exhibitore include nursery gard - 
eners and amateurs from all over the 
British isles, and at the end of the three 
days show, the flowers and fruits are 
sold off at “bargain” prices.

NEW AEROPLANE TRAVELS ON

My own contribu- 
tion to the machine is a special rear 
plane, or tail, which can be altered in 
its angle while in flight. Sometimes, 
when you are in the air, the tail of a 
biplane gets too low, reducing your 
speed. My design will prevent this hap- 
pening.”

PENN SYLVANIA 


New Haven Authorites Re- 
fuse to Confirm or Deny 
Rumor Regarding Investi- 
gation of Dean H. Waite. | 


NEW HAVEN, Conn.— Vale athletic 
authorities refuse to deny or confirm the 
rumor that an investigation is being 
conducted with a view to establishing | 
the fact that Dean H. Waite, 1912, of 
Syracuse University, who finished sec- 
ond to Joseph Horner. Jr.. of Michigan 
in the shot-put of the intercollegiate 
track and field meet at Philadelphia 
last month, entered that college this fall 
from Colgate and was _ ineligible this 
year under the one-year resident rule. 

Should it be found that Waite is now 
in his first year at Svracuse it would 
give E. H. Coy of Yale second and J. R. 
Kilpatrick of Yale third in the shot put | 
instead of third and fourth. This — 
add 2 points, to Yale’s final score of 2 
points, making it 274%, the same as ua 
scored by Pennsylvania, 

While the Yale authorities would be 
more than. pleased to see Waite’s points 
thrown out of the final reckoning, a 
prominent member of the athletic com- 
mittee gave it as his opinion today that 
this would be a virtual impossibility un- 
less Syracuse University itself agreed to 
give up Waite’s points. In the opinion 
of this member even the I. A. A. A. A. 
has not the power to order Waite’s 
points thrown out unless Syracuse is 
willing. 

“The case brings up an interesting 
point,” said the member, “and I hope 
the matter will be brought to a head. 
Unless I am mistaken, however, Yale 
has little chance of taking Waite's 
points unless his alma mater consents 
and I scarcely look for that.” 

In connection with this it is inter- 
esting to note that Yale was awarded 
the meet in 1902 after Harvard had ac- 
tually won it. The decision was given 
to Yale on the ground that W. A. Schick, 
Jr., had won a prize in an open meet 
and was therefore ineligible to run in 
the intercollegiates his first year in col- 
lege.

WOODS IN STATE 
OF CONNECTICUT 
HELD AS MODEL 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—An object les- 
son is presented in what is probably the 
oldest “planted” forest in New England, 
located in West Stafford, Conn., about 12 
miles from this city. It consists of 
about five acres of white and yellow 
pines, standing in straight rows, the 
trees towering to a height of 50 and 
60 feet, and free from branches until 
nearly the very top is reached. No mat- 
ter what direction one looks, the trees 
stand out in perfect lines and are from 
eight inches to 15 inches in diameter. 

These trees were planted nearly 80 
years ago by a man named Davis. Some 
of his descendants now own the grove, 
and they will reap the benefits of the 
planters wisdom. The grove is an in- 
spiration to men who own land suitable 
for tree planting, and many men who 
have strolled through the cathedral-like 
aisles have gone away determined that 
they would plant groves like it.

‘BUNGALOW IS IDEAL HOME. 

The bungalow is today probably one 
of the most popular types of dwelling, 
whether it be for summer use or for all- 
the-year-round occupancy, although the 
first is generally associated with the 
bungalow. But the type is being modi- 
fied to such an extent nowadays that 
many houses ealled “bungalows” are oc- 
cupied by their owners during all sea- 
sons and with decided comfort at all 
times. 

A lecture delivered by O. R. Parry, 
architect, at the recént real estate expo- 
sition held in Madison Square Garden, 
New York, is interesting and gives many 
useful hints to those contemplating the 
erection of a bungalow. 

Mr. Parry said: “For the popular ac- 
oeptability of the bungalow there are 
many reasons worthy of note, such as 
the absence of stairs, coziness, exempli- 
fying the home life for which one yearns 
at some stage of our existence, and econ- 
omy in maintenance. The bungalow like- 
wise largely contributes toward the pos- 
sible solution of the servant problem, 
for an easy situation gives greater con- 
tentment, therefore increased likelihood 
of retaining servants, | / 

“The bungalo®@, from its very nature, is 
susceptible to economical planning, the 
compactness of general layout, simplicity 


nomical to maintain and comfortable to 
occupy. 

“The bungalow and bungalow type 
residence better fulfil the requirements 
of a home for all classes than any other 
character of building. For instance, one 
accustomed to every luxury of life and 
the methods of society would and could 
not be satisfied in the modest or medium 
sized house, resulting only in a curtail- 
ment of comforts without recompense in 
providing a desirable counterbalancing 
feature. . 

“The bungalow opens a field rich in 
benefits, and should in time provide an 
outlet for overcrowded tenements. With 
cheap trolley fare and increased building 
of electric roads, much territory now 
realizing a poor investment as farmland 
should be open for the development of 
bungalow colonies. 

“These conditions have resulted in war- 
ranting more superior construction than 
formerly was thought necessary or ad- 
visable, while the consideration, from an 
architectural standpoint, has also unaer- 
gone a radical change. No longer must 
an endeavor be made to adhere to the 
rustic log, fieldstone, shingle or similar 
treatment, as various styles of archi- 
tecture applicable to the customary resi- 
dence of two or more stories can be as 
appropriately applied to the new bunga- 
low. 

“Tt does not necessarily follow that the 
true bungalow (which, by the way, is 
| described in the dictionary as a single 
storied house, lightly built and generally 
surrounded by a veranda) will cease to 
be erected, but rather that a new struc- 
ture containing the conveniences, ad- 
vanced treatment and permanent con- 
struction has appeared. 

“The term bungalow should still be 
permissible as applying to these new con- 
ditions, provided the rooms remain in 
one story, or, at most, that small use be 
made of the space in the roof. When 
ample ceiling height is obtained above the 
main floor, then it would, perhaps, be bet-

of design, etc., resulting in a home eco-: 


ter to refer to such buildings as of a bun- 


galow type residence. 

“It is generally more economical to 
have a home built on the bungalow type, 
utilizing the space in the roof for a den, 
billiard room, extra bedroom, servants’ 
accommodations, nursery, play, store or 
children’s rooms, than to erect the cus- 
tomary high country house, as the point 
to be especially striven for is simplicity 
of design, thus materially reducing the 
labor, size of materials, necessary cellar 
excavations, etc. 

“This type of structure should be with- 
in reach of people in all stations of life, 
and especially appeal to those in our 
large cities, where the noise and bustle 
instil a desire for the country with its 
freshness and pure air. 


“The suburban bungalow is practically 
unlimited as a home for all in any, sub- 
urb, season or clime. It may be a modest 
affair, located on a small shadeless lot, 
or a magnificent bungalow type residence 
or a well-kept estate, with old shade 
trees, formal and informal gardens, 
stables, entrance lodge, summer and ice 
h- uses, ete. 

“The treatment may be an intimation 
of almost any style of architecture, 
though originally in this, country the 
development of the bungalow was large- 
ly a matter of the owner's ideas and 
wants, with the builders’ execution; this 
resulted in the early so-called California 
type. The bungalow involving a limited 
expenditure in comparison with the 
larger class of buildings and objection 
to a corresponding increased fee for 
the architect, has retarded developments, 
as few persons have adopted the subject 
as a hobby. 


“The inception of the bungalow being 
identified with moderate cost, it is small 
wonder this feature continues to be 
rather universally shared to the preserit 
time. Happily, with the erection of 
numerous expensive bungalows in recent 
vears, this idea is vanishing, with cor- 
respondingly much in store for the fu- 
ture. | 
“In planning the bungalow, particular 
attention should be given to air space 
over the ground floor, possibilities of 
future enlargement, etc. The design 
should be left to one’s architect, after 
expressing the general style and charac- 
ter of structure desired, and he should 
not be too largely hampered if the best 
results are to be obtained. In Califor- 
nia the bungalow roof is customarily 
fairly flat, with considerable projection 
beyond the wall line, and in India, as 
well as frequently in England, the roof 
is of thatch. Both the shingles and 
thatch are pleasing in effect, but the 
slope of the roof for shingles in a climate 
subject to beating rains and snow must 
be greater than in California, while the 
thatch roof seems to be entirely at 
variance with such a climate.”

MAN WHO FOILED 
BIG SUGAR FRAUD 
TO GET A MILLION 


WASHINGTON—Richard Parr, deputy 
collector of customs of the port of New 
York, who unearthed the frauds in the 
American Sugar Refining Company which 
resulted in the paying into the United 
States treasury the sum of $2,135,486, 
according to a decision just handed down 
by Attorney-General Wickersham, can 
recover approximately $1,000,000, the 
amount of his moiety claim against the 
government for information given against 
the sugar trust. 

The statutes regulating such awards 
provide that the informant shall re- 
ceive “not exceeding in amount one half 
of the net proceeds.” | 

The claim of Mr. Parr was approved 
by Collector of the Port William Loeb, 
Jr., last December, after investigation 
into the justice of it by Harrison Os- 
borne, solieitor of the eustoms. 

Mr. Parr on Nov. 20, 1907, discovered 
a steel spring used by the sugar com- 
pany's checkers to influence the weight 
of sugar adversely, thus defrauding the 
government of thousands of dollars in 
customs duties.

ANY girls by gift or purchase get 

an accumylation of chiffon scarfs 
for which they apparently have little 
use. Some of these_can be turned to 
account for motoring, as dusty roads 
work havoc with veils even when they 
are washable, says the Chicago Inter} 
Ocean. 

A square chiffon shawl, by the way, 
can be made to do duty as a veil by 
those who do not automobile often 
enough to buy a regular motor veil. 


To adjust it, put it on 80 that it falls 
evenly around the hat, front and back, 
then gather the fold back from front and 
pin neatly into the nape of neck with 
long veil pin, thus holding the back 
lengths in place. 

Another use for the scarf is to arrange 
a light wrap of some sort. 

Turn up the ends of scarf on wrong 
side to make a point. Overcast seams 
tegether to lie flat.

One of the imported frocks of the sea- | 


son had a scarf drapery well adapted 
to renovations. It was brought over the 
shoulders so that it fell at equal dis- 
tances front and back. The fulness was 
laid in five flat plaits, the outer ones 
falling loosely over the sleeve. 

These plaits were held at back by a 
small cabochon of pearls such as are 
used in millinery. It was placed just 
a little below the shoulder blade so that 
the scarf ends hung straight from it. 
In front the plaits were narrowed in to 
waist line, where they were held by a 
larger cabochon, the ends of scarf hang- 
ing straight from it. 

The scarf, both front and back, was 
finished with a deep silk fringe the same 
shade. This could easily be added -to 
the ordinary scarf by cutting equal 
lengths of embroidery silk and tieing 
them through a buttonholed edge of 
same silk. 

Another use for a scarf that has seen 
its best days but washes nicely is to 
turn it into a work bag to hold delicate 
bits of embroidery. The ends of the 
scarf are sewed together and the strip 
folded in two lengthwise. 

A slit six inches long is made alnog the 
top of this fold and Wund with narrow 
satin ribbon. Both edges of scarf are 
then gathered and drawn up into a tight 
circle on each side of the bag. The ful- 
ness is concealed by button molds cov- 
ered with silk or by large gilt buttons. 

Ribbons are sewed to each end of slit 
to hang the bag or to slip over the arm 
when carried. Tiny rosettgs hide the 
joining. 


Plank Cooking Secret Is Revealed 


AMPERS first found the delight of 
plank cooking and on returning to 
town retained their mode of cookery, 
and thus it became introduced to the 
home kitchen, and when once adopted 
by hotels and restaurants became a 
fashionable fad, says the London Queen. 
Many London restaurants make a 
specialty of plank cookery, and one firm 
of manufacturers has devoted itself to 
the manufactures of planks from spe- 
cially prepared woods. 

The fashion has much to commend it, 
for in large establishments wooden 
planks considerably reduce the cost of 
breakages and replatings. On this ac- 
count and yet more by reason of the im- 
proved flavor, plank cookery is worthy 
of a trial in a small home. 

The planks should be planed oak from 
one inch to one and a half inches in 
thickness and varying in size according 
to the food to be cooked on them and 
according to the size of the oven, and 
gouged out in grooves like a gravy dish 
or bacon dish when required for fat meat 
or thick portions of meat. It is well to 
have separate planks for meat and fish. 
In large establishments distinction is 
made between planks used for meat, 
poultry and game, and likewise for 
fresh and dried fish. 

The plank must first be.scrubbed and 
dried in the open air, and then it is 
ready for use. When required for ser- 
vice a tablespoonful of best olive oil, 
butter or sweet dripping must be rubbed 


Placing of the Buttons 


HE smallest buttons are now placed 

in rows of flve, seven or even more 
in the most unexpected places on some 
of the newest foulard and linen costumes, 
says the Philadelphia North American. 

To say that we now use buttons as 
trimming is, in itself, not enough to 
convey the desired impression.

Place the plank on a 
dish or special tray and serve it. 

The planks must never be washed. As 
soon as they are removed from the din- 
ing table they must be wiped clean and 
dried with the cloth used in greasing the 
plank and each should be placed in a 
linen bag and hung up until next re-

Care of Sewing Machine

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Hint for Valances 


The chief difficulty in making a val- 
ance, so much in favor for old-Hashioned 
beds, is to keep it in place without put- 
ting tacks into the furniture, or having 
it on narrow strips, that pull out from 
under the mattress, 

One woman has hit upon the plan of 
having heavy unbleached sheeting cut 
just the size of the bed, or a little within 
the line of the sides. This sheeting is 
shrunk before being used. 

The valance is sewed to it on each 
side, and across the end if the bed is a 
four poster. The cover is then. spread 
over the springs and under the mattress, 
which holds it firmly in place. 

If the valance is of thin * that 
needs frequent washing it is & good idea 
to put the valance into a narrow band, 
provided with button holes at intervals 
close enough to prevent sagging. But- 
tons are sewed to the sheeting in places 
to correspond. 


A FEW USEFUL LAUNDRY HINTS 


RST, hang up clothes by the thick- 
er part, wdist or neck bands, cte., 
because, if hung by the thinner part, the 
water would run into the thick part, 


lodge there and take longer to dry. 
Second, hang up everything wrong side 
out, so that any accidental soil will not 
do so much damage as if it appeared on 
the right side, says the Philadelphia 
North American, 

Many people find their irons quite 
rusty after they have been put away a 
few days. The way to prevent this hap- 
pening is, before you put them away, to 
rub a little warm grease over them and 
then wrap them up in brown paper. 
When you take them out to use, dip 


them into hot water that has had a 
small piece of soda dissolved in it, rub- 
bing and then putting them to heat in 
the usual way. 

When they are ready to be used on 
the ironing board, have a piece of brown 
paper with a little powdered bath brick 
on it and rub the surface of your iron 
with this. It seems rather a lengthy 
process, but it really does not take long 
to do, and housewives will be rewarded 
for the trouble they have taken by 
finding the irons delightfully smooth and 
easy to use, and when they are like this 
the ironing can be done twice as quickly. 

Clothespins and rope will not soil 
clothes if they are occasionally cleansed 
by boiling in the wash boilers,

But it 
sometimes a very difficult thing to 
find exhaustive information in regard to 
the eventa that happened last month or 
last year. Such events have not bean 
recorded in books; and magazine or 
news data in regard to them are 
written without historical perspective 
by men who are not experts or authori- 
ties. This loose-leaved arrangement, if

AMERICAN SUGAE 
NOT INFORMED OF 
GOVERNMENT oUIT 


Believed by Many That No 
Action Will Be Taken Un- 
til After Other Corporation 
Cases Are Settled.

While it is entirely possible that the 
government intends to proceed forthwith. 
with a new suit against the American 
Sugar ‘Refining Company for conspiracy 
in restraint of trade under the terms of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, no official 
intimations to this effect have as yet 
come to officials of the company. 

Should the government make such a 
move at this time it would be rather 
surprising in view of the general under- 
standing among corporation heads that 
the bringing of further suits of this 
character. would wait until the cele- 
brated American Tobaceo and Standard 
Oil cases are decided by the supreme 
court. 

In its organization American Sugar 
would ‘not appear to lay itself as open 
to the charge of being a combination in 
restrafht of trade as does either Stand- 
ard Oil or American Tobacco. This is be- 
cause Amerivan Sugar is an operating 
company; while Standard Oil and Ameri- 
can Tobacco are big holding companies 
owning stock of a host of subsidiary 
operating concerns. 

American Sugar does, to be sure, have 
an investment of rising $22,000,000 in 
some 11 beet sugar companies at various 
points in the West which operate be- 
tween them some 33 factories. However, 
with the exception of one single com- 
pany American Sugar does not own over 
50 per cent of the stock of any one of 
the 11 companies and in most of the 11 
has much less than 50 per cent. Ameri- 
can Sugar has always treated its beet 
sugar investment as a defensive invest- 
ment, made. in order that if the beet 
sugar industry of the country grew te 
the proportions at one time threatened, 
the sugar company itself might have an- 
other leg to stand on through dividends 
paid on its minority stocks in such cor- 
porations. 

So far as being a conspiracy in re- 
straint of its own peculiar industry as 
an operating concern—the refining of 
cane sugars—is concerned, American 
Sugar does not today control as large a 
proportion of this industry as it did 10 
years ago. American Sugar at one time 
produced probably close to 75 per cent 
of the refined sugar of the United States. 
Today even its friends would not claim 
much if any over 55 per cent and the 
marked increase in competition during 
the last few years has testified to how 
absolutely open the refined sugar mar- 
ket is. In fact, if American Sugar had 
to depend upon its refining profits as 
such, the 7 per cent common dividend 
could hardly be shown as earned. 

It is, of course, a historical fact, how- 
ever, that 20 years’ or more ago, Ameri- 
can Sugar was put together through 
merger of various independent refineries 
just as all modern ‘industrial corpora- 
tions, like the Steel Corporation, Ameri- 
can Telephone, etc., represent the mer- 
ger and consolidation of various orig- 
inally separate properties. Moving along 
such historical lines, there is ground for 
the basis of a government suit such as 
has been brought against Standard Oil. 
But this Standard Oil case, if decided in 
favor of the government, would apply to 
a host of corporations and force drastic 
reorganizations all along the line. Ap- 
parently American Sugar stockholders 
have no specific cause for anxiety. 


PIG IRON OUTPUT 
IS DECREASED 


PITTSBURG—The total May produc- 
tion of pig iron by the blast furnaces of 
the country approximates 2,377,165 tons 
for the 31 working days, compared with 
2,477,700 tons in April, which had 30 
working days, a decrease of 100,535 tons. 


The daily average production in May was 
76,682 tons, compared with the daily 
average in April of'79,926 tons, a decrease 
in average daily production of 3344 tons. 

The number of blast furnaces in blast 
on the last day of May was 278, com- 
pared with 292 in blast the last day of 
April, a loss of 14 stacks in the active 
list. The loss of productiow in May, as 
compared with April was nearly equally 
divided between the merchant furnaces 
and the steel works stacks, the merchant 
furnaces production showing a loss of 
55,859 tons and the steel plant stacks a 
loss of 40,872 tons. 

The pig iron market continues quiet, 
but there is more inquiry for all grades, 
though there is practically no buying 
except in small lots, and prices are weak. 

The market for furnace and foundry 
coke continues quiet for pronipt and last 
half delivery.

FAMOUS FRENCH WRITER 
REVIEWS SITUATION HERE 


Accounts for the Big Decline in New York Market 3 
Declares That the Advance Following Panic Was 
Entirely Too Rapid Reaction Was Inevitable. 


The following highly interesting re-] strated facts is furnished us by an ex- 


view of the financial and economical situ- 
ation in the United States by Pierre 
Leroy-Beaulieu, the famous 
writer of France, in L’Economiste Fran- 


tian Science Monitor: 


There_has prevailed for some months, 
and especially since%the early spring, a 
certain feeling of uneasiness through the 
United States. This uneasiness—we con- 
fine ourselves to this word, for it would 
be certainly too much exaggerated to 
speak of crisis—this uneasiness, we ,re- 
peat, is especially financial. From the 
general economic point of view some dis- 
turbances are occurring and the situa- 
tion does not entirely respond to the 
hopes conceived by the optimists unduly 
excited by the marvelous recovery in 
business which had manifested itself last 
year, hardly little more than a year after 
the panic in the autumn of 1907. 


What are the causes of this trouble, 
and how great is the seriousness? Has 
not the recovery been too quick following 
the crisis? Has not violence been done 
to the very nature of things? Is it not 
going to reassert its rights, and will not 
the artificial boom of 1909 be paid for 
by a second panic and long depression? 
Or, on the contrary, is it merely a ques- 
tion of temporary stagnation, of one of 
those periods of indecision, perhaps of 
temporary revulsion, as is always to be 
observed even in the periods of most 
pronounced prosperity? Is it for thig 
reason that it behooves us to examine 
into these matters all the more carefully 
because the French public finds itself in 
vited more than it ever has been here- 
tofore, and will be perhaps even more in 
the future, to interest itself in American 
enterprises. 

In the first place, let us clearly outline 
the features of the situation. The 
aspect which is the most striking is the 
noteworthy decline in prices in the New 
York market after the tremendous rise 
in the spring and summer of 1909 which 
had carried prices of a number of shares 
above: the high points reached before the 
crisis. Various fluctuations had already 
started in the autumn, with the general 
tendency to lower prices, but it has been 
especially since the end of winter that 
this has been accentuated. In order that 
we may best estimate the situation from 
the present standpoint we are giving in 
the tabulation which follows, in the case 
of 10 of the principal American railroad 
stocks, to which we have joined the Can- 
adian Pacific and Steel trust, the highest 
figures for 1907 before the crisis and the 
lowest figures of the winter of 1907-8 
following the panic, then the high point 
reached since then (generally in August 
or September, 1909); and, lastly, the 
lowest prices of this spring which date 
for the most part from the beginning 
of the present month:

From the above table there are sev- 
eral things that should be remarked 
upon. In the first place, in the majority 
considered the ‘highest 
points last year were above the high 
points reached before the 1907 crisis. 
This seems to prove clearly that the 
course of the uplift has been a little too 
rapid. To extend prices scarcely 18 
months after one of the most severe 
erises to the highest level that they 
have ever reached, notably beyond the 
highest figures reached after a long 
period of unprecedented prosperity, is, 
to say the least, extravagant; some 
people might be even tempted to employ 
a stronger term. A vast economical or- 
ganization, however vigorous and how- 
ever young it may be, does not recover 
so quickly after such a violent shock. 
The unwarranted high figures of last 
year were discounting the future too 
quickly and prematurely. It was only 
inevitable that it should be followed 
by revulsion. : 


What has been the importance of the 
decline? This is the second observation 
which our tabulation undertakes to 
make. In the case of a majority of the 


railroad stocks in the United States the 


decline is approximately 20 per cent, 
figuring from the highest prices of 1909. 
This decline is naturally accentuated 
with the most speculative shares, those 
not paying dividends, as Erie and 
Southern railway, where it has reached 
about one third. It is less in the case 
of Canadian Pacific, whose fluctuations 
are never as broad and are less sudden 
and severe than those of United States 
railroads. In short, even despite the 
most depressed market of the present 
spring, most of the ground regained) 
since the crisis has been kept. Present 
prices really represent a giving way 
from the excessively high levels of lasf 
year, but still the present prices are 
higher than one would have conserva- 
tively hoped to see realized so quickly 
two years ago. 

The proof that the high prices of last 
year were based on hopes of the future

As for United States Steel common stock, | 


the disbursements were on the basis of 4 
per cent last vear and have now been 
raised to 5 per cent. From this it ap- 
pears that, leaving aside Erie and South. 
ern railway, which are not in the divi- 
dend paying class, the net return from 
all the others considered at their high 
points in 1909 ranged between 4 and 4%. 
It was even lower than that on Pennsyl- 
vania. Atchison alone proved the ex- 
ception, yielding 4% per cent. Now, in 
a young country like the United States, 
where the rate of interest should under 
normal conditions be higher than in Eu- 
rope following a severe crisis, for stocks 
so many of which have for only a short 
length of time been paying their pres- 
ent dividends it is incontrovertible that 
such a low return is insufficient. There 
should rightfully be expected a return 
of 5 per cent and even more, especially 
where it is a question, not of railroads, 
but of an industrial like United States 
Steel (the Steel Trust). 

It is not right to confine ourselves to 
an examination of dividends, but to 
carry our investigations farther and to 
examine carefully the earnings them- 
selves of the railroads. What course 
have these earnings taken since the crisis, 
gross as well as net? Does it justify the 
hope of an approaching considerable in- 
crease in dividends which might explain 
the advance in prices above that level 
which present distribution would war- 
rant, or, on the contrary, do these earn- 
ings indicate a probability of stagnation? 

During the year 1907 until the panic 
was precipitated in the fall net earn- 
ings of the companies had reached their 
high level. Gross earnings continued to 
steadily increase, but operating expenses 
progressed even more rapidly as a result 
of general increase in commodities ‘and 
the high cost of labor. Starting with 
September, and especially November, 
1907, the decline in net income became 
enormous. Up till May, 1908, it re- 
mained of more import than that of 
gross earnings, which also had begun to 
recede in large measure. So it is that 
net earnings of January, February and 
March, 1908, were more than ½ lower 
than those same months in the preceding 
year. 

Starting with the middle of 1908, 
thanks to very rigid economies effected 
in the administration of railroads, oper- 
ating expenses began to be confined. 
The reduction of net earnings in pro- 
portion to the preceding year became, 
first, relatively less than that of gross 
and then disappeared alto- 
gether in the fall; finally, in December, 


1908. gross earnings themselves began to 


increase. In 1909 the increase became 
very rapid in both instances, but more 
in the case of net earnings, 


few months they practically reached the 
level of 1906-7. The effects of the 
crisis were then found to be almost 
eliminated. 

Was it therefore fully justified to re- 
turn to the high prices which prevailed 
before this panic, and even in some in- 
stances to exceed them? This is a mat- 
ter which should be carefully examined 
along with net earnings; in order to take 
full account of the dividends which they 
support we must look at fixed charges. 
Now if net earnings were returning do 
the previous level, charges were already 
increasing proportionately, and they 
now threaten to increase still more. 

Many undertakings begun by the rail- 
road companies at the time when the 
crisig came on have been interrupted, and 
still others which were on the point of 
being undertaken have been postponed 
through inability to procure funds on 
reasonable terms. Later, when the state 
of the market became better, appeal was 
made to capital. During the year 1909 
bond issues reached a very considerable 
amount. Borrowings today are consuming 
amounts larger than in 1906 and 1907, 
and without present dividends becoming 
compromised, for the best managed 
American companies are not in the habit 
of distributing their whole surplus at 
disposal, there remains less of a margin 
for their increase unless it be that -net 
earnings themselves progress more rap- 
idly. 

In this respect we are concerned with 
two factors—gross earnings and oper- 
ating expenses, th® difference between 
which being net earnings. Now, gross 
earnings have not ceased increasing since 
December, 1908, and their rate of in- 
crease has continued very satisfactory 


during the last few months, but at the 9 


same time, operating expenses are in- 
creasing still more rapidly, and that is 
to a certain extent explainable. 

As a result of the panic there had 


been practised, as we have just stated, 


very vigorous economies, operating ex- 
penses having been reduced to the mer- 
est necessities. Such had been the prac- 
tise up to the middle of 1909. No prac- 
tise could have been saner for we have 
to proportion our manner of life to our 
resources and whenever there is a slight 
retrenchment it is natural to postpone 
to better days repairs and maintenances 
which are not absolutely urgent. But 
we must come to them sooner or later

about 1 per cent. In January the in- 
crement in gross earnings was about 14.6 
per cent; that of net earnings about 12.7 
per ceut. In February gross earnings 
reached 8200. 129.000 compared with $172,- 
751,000 for February, 1909; and net earn- 
ings became $56,204,000 compared with 
848.910.000. It should be remarked in 
passing that the proportion of increase 
in operating expenses is greater; net 
earnings amount to only 28 per cent of 
gross earnings, and operating expenses 
consume 72 per cent. However it may 
be, gross earnings have increased in Feb- 
ruary at the rate of 15.8 per cent, and 
net earnings at the rate of 14.9 per cent. 
This in itself would still be a satisfactory 
enough condition if it were maintained, 
but it has not been so during the course 
of the following month. 

We cannot yet consider the full results 
for the month of March, but we can 
consider results for that month in the. 
case of the principal companies and we 
indicate them below as far as they con- 
cern the corporations which we have al- 
ready discussed at the beginning of this 
article.

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Of the 10 American companies, exclud- 
ing the Canadian Pacific, there are three, 
Chicago - Milwaukee St. Paul, Great 
Northern and ®outhern Pacific, where 
the increase in net earnings is notice- 
ably less than that of gross earnings. 
There are even three, Atchison, New 
York Central and Union Pacific, where, 
in spite of the increase in gross earnings, 
there is a retrogression in net earnings, 
all of which is indicative of a consid- 
erable inflation of operating expenses. 
It will not be surprising if we add to this, 
following the Financial Chronicle, that 
the recent increase in wages granted by 
the railroads in the United States rep- 
resents an additional charge of more 
than f.750,000,000 per annum ($150,000,- 
000). 

As a resume of the present financial 
situation as regards the American rail- 
roads, it might be said it seems that 
operating expenses are at present in- 
creasing faster than gross earnings and 
that the progress of net earnings appears 
destined to be modified. 

On the other hand, fixed charges have 
gone on increasing and it seems that 
they must increase still more because of 
the mew bond issues necessitated by 
‘the many operations to be effected. 
This is said, admitting at the same 
time that the American people are re- 
fraining as they certainly will be com- 
pelled to do through lack of capital, 
from the stupendous projects to which 
they are always aspiring. With condi- 
tions as they are, and in spite of the 
development of traffic which it appears 
reasonable to foresee, would it not be 
rather hazardous to discount very 
prompt and important increases in div- 
idends? The decline which has taken 
place on the stock exchange in the 
shares of railroads seems therefore to be 
justified by circumstances. Beyond the 
simple result of prices having been pre- 
maturely too far advanced there does 
not appear to be anything alarming in 
the situation.

“You Americans always think of doing 
big things and have always been able to 
boast of the gigantic achievements of 
your country,” remarked an Englishman.

Situated in a wood- 
ed hollow at the foot of a hill, it is the 
very expression of seclusion and of 
peace, The building is a simple red 
brick structure, with an interior of the 
plainest—plain wooden wainscoting and 
benches, and whitewashed walls without 
adornment of any kind. On a small cir- 
cular table, used formerly by William 
Penn, is the visitors’ book, in which the 
names of Americans figure largely. The 
meeting house was built about 1679. At 
the present time two regular meetings 
are held in it every year, one on the 
fourth Sunday in May, the other on the 
first Thursday in June. 

In the neighboring village of Chalfont 
St. Giles, situated some two miles to the 
northeast of Jordans, is the cottage 
where Milton lived and where he wrote 
“Paradise Lost,” while two miles fur- 
ther on, still in the same direction, com- 
manding the villa residences of Chorley 
Wood, is the fine old half-timbered house 
of King’s farm, where William Penn was 
married, in 1672, to Gulielma, daughter 
of Sir William Springett.

An Estimate of Mrs. 


Browning 


A high authority in literary criticism 
speaks of Mrs. Browning as a rhymer 
at 10, an author at 16; an omnivorous 
reader, a loving student of philosophy 
and the classics. In style original from 
the beginning, remarkable alike for de- 
fects and for beauties; often rugged and 
unfinished, from subordination of taste 
to excess of feeling; always intense, 
rarely sportive; worshipful and sympa- 
thetic, tremendously sensitive to the 
sorrows of existence; the most fragile of 
beings, yet essaying to reach the infinite; 
all ethereal yet all human, the idol of 
her kindred, says a writer in the Louis- 
ville Herald. 

Elizabeth Barrett Browning is consid- 
ered by many to be quite on a level 
with her husband, so far as her achieve. 
ments in the line of poetry are con- 
cerned. Her lyrical capabilities were of 
the highest order, and in some ways she 
ranks up with the greatest of the poets. 
In but few of the mighty singers of the 
past do we find a profounder insight into 
the human heart or a rarer expression of 
the deeper longings of the soul. 

Competent critics declare that her 
genius was perhaps as great as that of 
any poet of our generation; that while 
in certain intellectual qualities she was 
inferior to Tennyson and Browning, in 
others she was their superior.

IN THE course of recent discussion of the 
extent to which government regulation of 
Regulation the railroad business may go, the question 
| has more than once arisen: How far can this 
and regulation be extended before it shall take on, 
practically, the form of operation, and will 
not this eventually lead to public ownership? 
It is recalled that the interstate commission 
0 was at first empowered simply to prevent 
a discrimination favorable to or against the 
shipper. Its duties were supervisory in character simply, and it was 
not intended that the commission should interfere with the operation 
of public carriers as business enterprises. It was not long before 
further steps were taken and closer supervision was the result, with 
attempts at actual regulation here and there. Later, the commission 
has felt competent, and has been empowered, to pass upon freight 
rates made by the companies and to judge as to their reasonableness 
and fairness. Now nothing short of the privilege of actually making 
the rates will satisfy those who are “strengthening the hands” of the 
‘commission. 

These steps would have been impossible were it not that the 
people are coming more and more to regard the common carriers in 
the light of public servants rather than private corporations. On 
the other hand, thoughtful people are bound to recognize the fact 
that one of the serious consequences of this tendency is to excuse an 
invasion of private rights, since it is private capital and not public 
money that is invested in the railroads. 

The limit of extension of government regulation has not been 
reached, but when the government undertakes to say upon what 
terms the transportation companies shall do business with their 
patrons, we are getting very close to it. Procedure along this line 
must be, at least, well-advised if it is not to lead to actual ownership.

colonel of the “biggest stick“ in the world, 
the composing stick of Benjamin Franklin. He took the “big stick” 
for his text, explained how the phrase originated and evidently tried 
to get as much fun as possible out of the occasion. In view of his 
past utterances, it must have been highly entertaining to his hearers 
when Colonel Roosevelt said he was “impressed with the need of 
newspapers speaking softly regarding the affairs of other nations.” 
Colonel Roosevelt told the men of the press that he had 
thoroughly enjoyed his stay in England, “but,” said he, “judging 
from your comments, some of you have not shared my enjoyment.” 
He referred to his Guildhall speech, and attempted to allay any 
anxiety in regard to his future remarks by saying, “I will try not to 
overplay my hand.” This discloses the fact that Colonel Roosevelt 
is not indifferent to the criticism which has been called forth by his 
address to the British public, in which he says he spoke “with 
frankness and open nature” and with the same sincerity which has 
sometimes failed to endear me to the people of my own country.“ 


Admitting that it was not good form for the guest to offer advice 
to his hosts about their household affairs at the Guildhall banquet, 
it is hardly fair to-Colonel Roosevelt to assume, as has been done 
by some commentators, that he spoke on the British Egyptian policy 
on information gained only by his year’s sojourn in Africa. No 
one who is at all familiar with the ex-President’s methods of 
investigation and study can doubt that he was thoroughly well in- 
formed on Egyptian affairs before he went abroad; that he had read 
Lord Cromer's writings and those of other authorities, and that after 
he had been over the ground and conferred with leading ‘men he 
was fitted for and capable of forming just conclusions. | We believe 
that his advice will be accepted by our British cousins as sincere and 
even valuable.

WHEN two great communities are adjacent

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that memorial erected in honor of those ever 
living who loved their country better than 
themselves can think for an instant that what impelled them does not 
impel their brothers still? Their deeds were not of combat and 
weapons; one reels away in noisy dust, the others crumble and are 
not; their doing was of ideas, to Serve the right and to make free. 
Those ideas exist today at Harvard as they have now for centuries; 
they have no youth, no age, but an immortal strength that spreads 
and is felt in all places throughout this country. 

The hope of the United States is in a reasoned democracy of 
excellence that teaches our citizens that all can do the best and be the 
best, and to spurn the counsels that would teach that in our colleges 
any privilege can lie entrenched. It is the business of a college to 
teach youth to pick true things and to show them that when any two 
men have seen a point of light together then in that little common— 
wealth of brightness they are fellow-citizens and equals. Privilege 
and monopoly batten on darkness, they cannot stand the light, but 
there 1s too much talk in some quarters of the form of privilege 
created by money as existing at Harvard; this talk is not very wise; 
it is not based on facts, and it encourages the thoughtless jealousy 
that is the great enemy of a democracy, a thing in our public life that 
it is our duty as citizens to combat. 

When one in three of the undergraduates of a university is 
earning his way through college in whole or in part, then it takes a 
somewhat robust imagination to picture that university as. thronged 
by crowds of gilded youth that, when they are not strolling through 
silken Samarkand, refresh themselves under the leafy shelter of 
cedared Lebanon. Nor, again, can it be said that the gentlemen of 
the faculty at Cambridge are cumbered with much riches, the em- 
bellishment of their lives being the high laurel of work and faith- 
fulness. 

Their stately mother by the River Charles teaches her sons that 
there are no boundaries where efhciency and worth are concerned ; 
she teaches the lesson of nationality, and looks with yearning eves 
beyond the Rocky mountains and below the capes of Hatteras, 
hoping to see that honor, selflessness and love of country shoot out 
their vital rays to the uttermost parts of the government that when 
she had numbered a hundred and fifty years was an infant groping 
for its new-born strength. 

She has these hopes and stands serene upon thesn, but will not 
bargain their fruition for the surrender of a jot of those great rules 
of right which inform her life and make her rugged fame; these 
rules and their standards she has seen put in practise by those she 
has sent out to do their country’s work, and she must ever foster 
them to be the willing servant and the faithful friend of the people 
of the United States.

mean, and with considerable reason, that the statehood bill must go 
over. It will stand little bett chance of passing next winter than 
it does now because of the rush of business in the short session. It 
may go over to the next Congress. Naturally, the friends of state- 
hood are disappointed, but as they have been disappointed at almost 
every session regularly for the last twelve years, they have probably 
learned by this time to bear their setbacks with resignation. 
Seriously, however, the territories seeking admission are becoming 
better prepared for the responsibilities of statehood year by year, 
Immigration and changes wrought by the growth of public education 
are transforming the southwestern territories. ‘They cannot be much 
longer refused admission to the sisterhood of states,

three principal divisions. But a contract has just been entered 
into between the city authorities and the officers of the 
Chicago sanitary district (which is itself a municipality) whereby 
the city is to be given electric power created on the canal for 10,000 
new arc lights, 3000 of which are to be installed next year, the 
remainder within four years. 

The price that Chicago will pay for these lights is $150,000 
per annum, the amount going into the treasury of the sanitary 
district and to this extent relieving Chicago taxpayers. But sup- 
posing that none of it were covered into a public treasury, it is 
estimated that Chicago’s saving in electric illumination, when it 
shall have drawn upon the canal power to its full capacity, will be 
fully $1,000,000 a year. 

The lesson in this for other cities—or for those cities that stand 
in need of it—is that it pays to provide public improvements when 
they are needed and to look beyond the present in providing them. 


Ir witt be one of the most remarkable 
things of these remarkable times if Director 
Census Dana Durand of the census bureau shall be 
able to send out bulletins making the results 
Reports and of city enumerations entirely satisfactory to 
the cities concerned, or to their immediate 


the Guessers rivals. No census director has ever been 
able to do it in the past, and it is doubtful, 


even taking into consideration the varied and 
~ costly counting machinery at his disposal, 
and his reputed disposition to be agreeable, that Director Durand can 
do it in the present. 

Of all classes of people the guessers of population are, generally 
speaking, the most difficult to please. They base their guesses, as we 
all know, on municipal statistics, on the observations of old citizens, 
on directory names, on the children in the schools, on the per capita 
consumption of pie in some places, beans in other places and dough- 
nuts in still other places, and no two of them were ever known to 
start out on the same premise or to arrive at the same conclusion. 

Now that some days yet are to elapse before the bulletins of 
city population be sent out, it is only in line with good public policy 
that all citizens should prepare to resist the temptation to be disap- 
pointed when they come, and try to overcome the disposition to find 
fault with the director of the census if his figures do not agree with 
those contained in the boom literature of their towns. 


Our of the Bryan-Harmon controversy in 
Ohio has arisen an interesting and profitable The 
discussion as to whether the political state 
convention is more or less representative 
than the state Legislature. To put it in 
another way, the question is: Would the 
indorsement of a candidate for the United 
States Senate by a state convention—an 
indorsement which, if by the dominant party, 
would practically mean election —insure the 
choice of a better man than is possible under the present system? It 
seems to be assumed by those who favor the more direct method of 
electing United States senators that a convention is more trustworthy 
than a legislative body. The reason for this is the popular belief that 
legislators in the states are usually chosen not by the people or even 
by the parties, but by the political managers of both parties. Thus, 
it is held, the members of the state Legislatures are not, in reality, 
popular representatives, but rather are chosen to serve the party 
managers, who in turn represent and serve those interests likely 
to be affected favorably or unfavorably by legislation. 

If this be admitted, a similar weakness must be charged against 
the state political convention, delegates to which are as a rule chosen 
by the party managers. The indorsement of an unfit candidate 
for the Senate could be brought about as readily in a convention as 
the election of an unfit candidate can now be brought about in the 
Legislature. Everything considered, and especially the point that it 
requires two bodies to elect while it would require only one body to 
indorse, there is more safety for the public in the Legislature than in 
the convention. , 

There is, however, a way out. If.the people will take into their 
own hands the naming at the polls of their choice for senator the

The enterprise manifested in the collection of picture films is 
astonisking. One firm has had an outfit in South America for four 
months and expects to show as a result of the work many films that 
will instruct the public regarding the people, industries and scenery 
of that country. Another firm is arranging to send an outfit of 
camera men, stage managers and actors by special train over the 
lines of the Canadian Pacific railroad through to the Pacific coast, 
illustrating en route picture plays into which the scenery and 
industries will be naturally introduced. 

Licensed manufacturers, who submit every film they make to 
the censorship of the New York board of censors, men and women 
representing prominent churches and educational institutions, are 
making gratifying advance in the standard of their output. It is 
estimated that 5,000,000 persons daily pay to see picture shows in 


‘this country. There is need of:strict censorship of films to keep
